S.0. 126 (E). — WHEREAS the Hon’ble High Court of Calcutta, vide order 
dated 12-8-2004 in Writ Petition No. 120 of 2004 - Inter-Islands Seamen Union & 
Anr. Versus the Union of India & Ors. has directed that a decision about the 
requirement of the constitution of a Tribunal under section 150 of MS Act, 1958 
may be taken by the competent authority and necessary steps taken in this regard if 
so decided, and the competent authority after having considered, the application 
dated 01-10-2004 of the petitioner has concluded that it is necessary to constitute a 
tribunal to settle the dispute raised in the application, therefore, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 150 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
constitutes a Tribunal with headquarters at Port Blair and refers the dispute raised 
by the petitioner and appoints Shri Janak Digal, IAS (AGMUT:1985) to the said 
Tribunal who shall submit the award of the Tribunal to the Central Government 
within 1 months from the date of publication of this Notification in the Official 
Gazette. The terms of reference and the terms & conditions of said Tribunal are set 
out in the schedule given below:- 


SCHBDULB 


(A) TERMS OF REFERENCE 

To consider application and charter of demands filed by Inter-Island 
Seamen Union & Ors. Vide letter No.ISU/2004 dated 01-10-2004 received in the 
office of the Directorate General of Shipping on 06-10 1 2004, in accordance with 
the direction issued by the Hon’ble High Court of Calcutta, Circuit Bench at Port 
Blair vide judgement dated 12-8-2004. 

(B) TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

1. The Tribunal shall have its Headquarters at Port Blair and secretarial 
assistance shall be provided by the office of the Surveyor-in-Charge, 
Mercantile Marine Department, Port Blair and the Directorate General 
of Shipping, Mumbai. 

2. The expenditure incurred by the Tribunal in conducting the proceedings 
and TA/DA and other allied expenses shall be met by the SIC, MMD, 
Port Blair under the Head “Traveling Expenses” and "Office Expenses".

The Tribunal may invite individuals or any class of seamen or any union 
of seamen, persons concerned with the matter and owners of ships for 
giving evidence and for obtaining information relevant to the terms of 
reference. Tribunal may also invite the office bearers who are involved 
in concluding wage agreements for any clarification and production of 
records, information as required during the proceedings of the Tribunal. 
The chairperson of the One Person Tribunal shall be paid Rs.1500/- per 
sitting (or per day), as admissible under the rules. (Explanation: One 
sitting shall not be less than five hours on each occasion). 

The term of the Tribunal has been decided by Hon’ble High Court of 
Calcutta, Circuit Bench at Port Blair in its order dated 12-8-2004, 
wherein it has been stated that the representation of the petitioner shall 
be considered within a period of "Four Months" from the date of receipt 
of application of representation or charter of demands. Accordingly, the 


petitioner No. 1 i.e. Inter-Island Seamen Union has presented an 
application along with charter of demands dated 01-10-2004 received in 
the office of the Directorate of General of Shipping on 6-10-2004. 


The report will be submitted by the Tribunal'to the Government within 1 
month from the date of its constitution.
